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Port St. Joe, Fla and Apalachicola, Fla — The Florida Department of Health in Gulf and Franklin 

Counties encourage all Floridians to keep vaccine between you and disease by getting a flu 

shot ahead of the 2017 flu season. Floridians should get the flu vaccine to protect against 

infection and help prevent the spread of seasonal flu to others. It has never been easier, and 

it’s never too late to get your flu shot! 

“Flu vaccines are available by appointment at all Gulf and Franklin health department locations ,” 

said Marsha Lindeman, Administrator of the Florida Department of Health in Gulf and Franklin 

Counties. “We encourage you to take this simple step to protect yourself and others from this 

potentially serious illness. Call today to schedule your appointment, in Apalachicola or Carrabelle: 

(850) 653-2111 and in Port St. Joe or Wewahitchka: (850) 227-1276.”  

The flu vaccine is recommended for everyone six months and older, including pregnant 

women. It takes about two weeks after vaccination for your body to develop protection against 

the flu. The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention recommends people get injectable flu 

shots. Nasal spray vaccine is not recommended for this flu season due to concerns regarding 

its effectiveness. 

It is also essential to practice good hygiene by properly and frequently washing your hands to 

help prevent the spread of seasonal flu. Make it a habit to clean and disinfect commonly used 

surfaces in your home, school or office. You can take additional steps to ward off the flu by 

coughing or sneezing into a tissue or your elbow and avoiding touching your face.  

Each year, the DOH-Gulf and DOH-Franklin School Health Team partners with the School 

Districts to kick off a flu vaccination campaign.  The campaign provides seasonal flu 

vaccinations to students and staff during regular school hours at each school location.
